The attack in the region of Krasnoarmeisk is 
designed among other thinqs to open up the main rail- 
way Dnepropetrovsk-Sinelnikovo-Stalino for evacuation 
purposes. Right now the Germans have only a secondary 
single-track line runing through Volnovakha to Tokmak 
and the Zaporozhe-Sevastopol line. 

As to the other fronts the Soviet communiques are 
rather reticent and confine themselves to noting further 
offensive successes by the Soviet troops. 

In the Taman district, west of Krasnodar, Soviet 
troops seem to be moving in for the final liquidation of 
the enemy army pressed against the Sea of Azov. The 
capture of the settlements of Mingrelskaya and Staro- 
Nizhnesteblevskaya (excuse it, please, but that is the 
way it is) leaves the enemy pocketed in a strip of land 
about 25 miles wide and 75 miles long. This means that 
Soviet artillery will soon be able to shoot through this 
entire beachhead. The Germans in this sector have at 
their disposal a section of railroad, but that railroad does 
not lead anywhere at all.

is now complete. Beginning 
with removing the Jews from the 
political, social and cultural life 
of the country, then eliminating 
them from the liberal professions, 
later confiscating their movable | 
and immovable property, still 
later prohibiting them from en- 
gaging in any work except where 
the state needs their labor for 
the time being, the process has 
been followed by complete segre- 
gation and finally, in the end, 
total annihilation. 


Reliable reports have been re- 
ceived of such atrocities as turn- 
ing Jewish corpses into fats and 
soap and lubricants, and of the 
latest Nazi method of killing Jews 
by having doctors inject air 
bubbles into their veins. Earlier 
gassing with prussic acid has been 
found too expensive. 

The process of mass deporta- 
tions to the East from all parts 
of Nazi-occupied Europe repre- 
sents t he cold and calculated 
method of systematic murder of 
human beings away from the 
sight of populaces who could not 
help being stirred by such hor- 
rible crimes. 

Approximately 60,000 Czecho- 
slovakian Jews have passed 
through the fortress of Therezin 
en route to Nazi-occupied Poland. 
Four thousand of these Jews were 
between the ages of 65 and 85. 
In similar fashion, Jews from 
France, Holland, Belgium and 
other parts of Western and Cen- 
tral Europe are wending their 
way eastward to their final doom. 


— 

REPORT by the Polish Gov- 

ernment-in-Exile reveals that 
the cattle cars into which Jews 
are loaded, ostensibly for depor- 
tation, are really not trains—but 
execution chambers. A car which 
can hold 40 persons is filled with 
150. When the trains arrive at 
their destination all but the 
strongest are dead and those re- 
maining are used by the Nazis 
for forced labor. Adam Czernia- 
kow, Community President of the 
Warsaw Ghetto, committed sui- 
cide by drinking poison when 
faced with the demand of the 
Nazis to supply them with a list 
of 100,000 Jews to be deported for 
hard labor to “an undetermined 
place.” Latest reports of the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency and the 
World Jewish Congress in the 
N. T. Times, of Feb. 14 and 15, 
indicate a renewed Nazi drive to 
exterminate every living Jew in 
Poland. 


The Nazis appear to be rounding | 


up the Jewish people in selected 
areas of extermination, and then 
proceed to use every ingenious 
method that diabolical minds can 
conceive to destroy their helpless 


Austria, without protection against 
the fumes; there has been mass 
extermination by gas of thousands 
of Jews in the extermination cen- 
ters of Chelmo, Poland, and Kau- 
nas, Lithuania; the floors of 
freight cars used by the deportees 
are covered with a thick layer of 
lime or chlorine, sprinkled with 
water—and the doors sealed; and 
these tortures are always coupled 
with the more ordinary forms of 
destruction—the lash, the gun 
butt, and the machine gun. Here 
is part of a report of what hap- 
pened to the Jewish population of 
Konin County in Poland — some 
3,000 persons: 

“From the truck would come 
stifled cries, howls, and poundings 


on the walls. After a quarter- 


hour, however, all would be quiet. 


Then the chauffeur would go into 
the truck driver’s compartment, 


light, peer through the window 
into the truck’s gas chamber. Hav- 
ing made certain that the victims 
were dead, he would drive the 
truck nearer towards the grave. 
After a five-minute wait, the SS 
officer would order the truck 
opened. No sooner was the truck 
chamber opened than a stinking 
odor of gas filled the air. A little 
while thereafter, eight grave-dig- 
gers would proceed with their job. 
Four would toss down the dead 
bodies, two of their colleagues 
would hurl the corpses into the 
graves, while two others would 
place them in position. The men 
and women who perished in the 
chamber looked as if they were 
simply asleep, but Were smeared 


with excrement—probably because 
of the effect of the gas and the 
horrible fear.”

Bankhead’s Bill 
Ero who's interested in seeing 
that food prices don't rise had better 
pay close attention to Congress at once. The 
Senate has just passed the Farm Bloc“ bill 
of Senator Bankhead by a vote of 78 to 2. 
Technically, the bill revises the price 
stabilization formula (parity) upward by 
excluding from consideration farm benefits 
received by farmers under AAA. Practically, 
it means that the government will be com- 


pelled to raise food price ceilings if it be- 


comes law. 


This is not a measure to help the farmer. 
The farmers themselves have said so when- 
ever they were asked. A recent poll by an 
Iowa farm paper on this very bill, for in- 
stance, showed a heavy majority against 
Bankhead’s proposal. 

Bankhead is a leader of the “Farm Bloc.” 
His measure is part of the strategy of that 
bunch of profiteers and food speculators to 


wreck all price control, and to bring on in- 
flation. 


It is the “Farm Bloc” too, that deféated 
incentive payments and subsidies, by means 
of which food prices could be kept stable 
while farmers got financial assistance to in- 
crease production. 

Both workers and farmers demand, and 
need, a stabilized war economy. The “Farm 
Bloc” threat to. stabilization is the enemy 
— and must be unitedly fought by 

The farmer has very real problems of 
manpower and machinery. Every step 
taken to solve these problems, however, has 
been balked by the Farm Bloc.” 

The Senate vote on the Bankhead bill 
reveals the fact that Administration leaders 
are still trying to appease the “Farm Bloc.” 
Apparently they supported this bill in the 
hope of avoiding something worse. This is 
a tragic error, for every victory simply 
whets “Farm Bloc” appetites. 

The Administration can rout the “Farm 
Bloc” only by meeting the issue squarely 
and by going to the people for support. And
